_ sanitary ‘supervision, in this village was 
so inconsiderable that it was hardly worth 
mentioning. An anti-mosquita gang Visit. 

‘ed there from time to time and an in- 
spector’ visited the "place! , whenever a 
“licensed. premises. bad . to be. inspected. 


The fact was that it had been left with- 
out ony real sanitary supervision, and the 
“ysame was algo true with regard’ to a num- 
ber of other villages ‘in the Island. This 
did not,'mean, however, that there .had 
age any neglect on the part of the Sani- 
Department, ‘because ‘it appeared 
Hg oer been the deliberate policy of the 
Board in.the past to make no attempt 
to impose the letter of the law on such 
villages. Certain by-laws, such as ‘the” 
lighting and ventilation, and scavenging 
and conservancy by-laws, did not apply 
outside the Urban areas. 
+ The scavenging and conservancy’ by-laws 
only applied to such villages as Aberdeen, 
Stanley, Tytam, etc. All..the outlying, 
villages, such as Shek O had no scaveng- 
ing contract, ond no conservancy con- 
“tract. If the Board desired to alter the 
. “existing conditions, it was perfectly open 
for them to do so. If the members would 
look at nuisances under Section 96 of the 
Ordinance, they would, he thought, agree 
that hardly any. case could be brought for 
prosecution ‘Against villages of the descrip- 
tion referred to. Still less would -it be 
possible to impose, the letter of the law. 
with regard to, such things as lighting and 
ventilation, ete. If. it were not possible 
“to make this village conform with the Jaw, | 
he suggested that’ residents who had built

Before proposing ,this, Dr. Kocx made 
a short ‘statement denling with the ques-, 
tion of public health. as regards the 
motion. He -said: Public henith is a 
matter of public concern, for the econamic 
loss to the State and to the: ihdividual’ 
hy sickness or epidemies is enormous. 
‘Therefore, , every government must be 
prepared to facilitate measures for com-' 
lating and preventing not only epidemic 
disease, but cases. of sporadic disease, 
and even ordinary illness... There are two 
ways of doing this. By preventing the 
disease and by treating it, ‘and among the 
means ab our disposal are-blood examina- 
tions and - the use of vaccines, sera: anid 
anti-toxines.. The Government have re- 

cognised the importance” of diagnostic 
examination in the case of: typhoid ‘fever 
and diphtheria, +the examination for 
which is done free in the Bacteriological 
Laboratory. But other infective Uiscases 
which have to he determined by a blood 
examination are charged for. Why should 
this “be so?, Then also the preparation 
of special antigenous vaccines is charged 
for ata high rate, and so are ordinary 
stock vaccines. 
deter patieats from availing themselves of 
the benefitsy which should not be the case. 
I maintnin that so long ag the. Govern- 
ment ‘makes no loss they should reduce 
these prices. The Bacteriological ‘Labora. 
tory is not established, I take‘ it, os’ a 
money making department for the, Govern- 


ment, and even if it is warked at a/small 
loss, it is for the fenefit of the com- 
mun and no hindrance should. be 
eal an its usefulness. The result of 
These prices is that vaccines, ete, are got 
cheaper from‘ the States and from Japan.

In-, 
cidentally it may be, mentioned that, in 
England, there is no such test. That, 
however, is no reason for abolishing the’ 
test. in Hongkong.

BY RUSSIANS AT SHANGHAI.” 


‘SOVIET, VICE;CONSUL ‘ON A 
“ WARRANT FOR HIS-ARREST,. 


Seven, Russians are being tried in the: 
Mixed Court at Shanghai on a charge 
that they were concerned together nt the 
Internationat Settlement at Shanghai in 
han attempt to commit piracy in respect 
of wa Ruesian steamship named Obhuteh 
anchored at Woosung.. Briefly outlining 
the charges against all the accused, Mr, 
' Maitland. ‘the Police Prosecutor, said ; 
‘eThis practically amounts to a conspiracy 
- to seize the ‘White’ atuamer OkAuted 
which is at present if" possession of 
General Gleboff at Woosung. The frst, 


second and third accused are also charged | 


with being in possession of arms, and all | 


,are charged with being undesirables.” °
